will excavate from dusty lumber 
rooms arttique jeather-bound 
volumes, at the sight of which any. 
waste-collector might send for .re- 
inforcements, Care, however, must 
be taken in all cases. Inthe 
British — scheme, all books 
which are sent out. for 
salvagé are examined by a 
scrutiny committee, consisting 
usually. of local librarians, mem- 
bers of local bodies and authori- 
ties, and voluntary workers.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Mountains 


I wonder how many people have 
ever seen the Dublin ountains 
from O'Connell street. They are not 
difficult to see, indeed—and I mean 
irom the pavement—if one chooses 
just the right spot; but Í know very 
few people who have ever bothered 
to look. 

Of course, as one goes an Harcourt 
street they become rather more 
obvioas, and ther, from the Rath- 
mines road they suddenly appear as 
if they were just at- the end of the 
tram-line and could be reached in ten 
minjtes. You can see them away 
off over the end of Fitzwilliam street, 
too; and frem almost any reasonably 
high building in the centre of the 
city they are visible, heaving their 
blae backs up over the roof-tops and 
turning a man's mind from his ledger 
to things like guns and rods.
